1 . Applicants arguments filed 10-25-2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As per applicant's argument that Reichelt fails to disclose all limitation of original 
claim 9, examiner disagrees. Applicant's specification page 1 states that a 'service 
provider' is a device in a system that provides a service. Any device that attempts to 
perform a function is a service provider. For example, a device that performs a function 
(a feature) in the phone of Reichelt' s system will first check (via the service management 
agent) if the feature is enabled "TRUE". The 'request' of the service provider is the 
message to the service agent that notifies the service agent to check if the feature is 
enabled. The same argument is applied to applicant's arguments regarding the remaining 
claims (remarks pages 9,10).
